A. Material:

B. Style: 

Zipper front, long sleeve with (2) two button cuff, 
plait front and dress collar. The shirt is to have 
sewn in permanent military creases; 2 in front,

Pockets and pocket flaps to be die-creased to give 
uniform shape and size.
